WASHINGTON, April 22.—The Navy 
Department is arranging to bring to the 


United States the bodies of sailors: or 
marines killed at Vera Cruz and either 
forward them to.relatives or inter them 
in a national cemetery... All expenses 
of transportation will be borne by the 
Government. . 

Surgeon-General Braisted of the navy 
made public the following plans as to 
caring for sick and wounded and bring- 
ing home the dead: 

“The medical department- is actively 
at work preparing for the care of the 
sick and injured, not alone of our own, 
but of the enemy as well, as demanded 
by the Geneva convention. 

‘The naval organization for the ships 
and landing parties is complete in all 
regards, and steps for the care of the 
sick and wounded and for sanitation and 
the preservation of health ashore are 
being taken in conjunction with the 
Public Health Service and Red Cross

“Tt is the intention to bring the bodies 
of naval men to the United States at 
the earliest opportunity and to either 
forward them to the next of kin, or to 
inter them in a national cemetery, as 
may be desired by relatives.

RESCUE AMERICANS

WASHINGTON, April °22.—Presiden- 


Wilson today sent to Congress a mes- 
sage asking for an immediate appropria- 
tion of $500,000 to be used to bring 
Americans now in Mexico back to their 
homes in the United States. The mes- 
sage Was referred to the Appropriations 
Committee. 

That the United States could finance 
au war with Mexico and scarcely feel it 
is the view authoritatively expressed 
here today. 

The Government's finances are consid- 
ered to be in excellent condition and 
Treasury officials, who are in closest 
touch with the situation, have given 
only tentative consideration to the sub- 
ject of providing: a war fund. 

In event of extraordinary expense, 
money could be raised, it is pointed out, 
precisely as was raised during the Span- 
ish-American war—through extraordi- 
nary taxes. 

The President’s message to Congress 
follows: 

“In view of the exigency’ created by 
the existing situation in the republic 


of Mexico, I recommend the immediate | 


passage by the Congress of an act ap. 
propriating $500,000 or so much théreof 
as may be necessary to be placed at the 
disposal of the President for the pur- 
pose of providing means to bring to 
their homes in the United States Amer- 
ican citizens now in Mexico.” 

It was said that no plans for raising 
money had been considered, as current 
appropriations for the navy and the 
army, in the view of officials, would 
be sufficient for present needs, and. as 
it would cost no more to maintain the 
fleet in Mexican waters. than in United 
States waters, .

Admiral Fletcher’s Proclamation, 
Taking Over Control. of Vera Cruz 


WASHINGTON, April 22. 
. DMIRAL FLETCHER today issued the following proclamation 
A to the Mayor, Chief of Police and citizens of Vera Crus: 
„It has become necessary for the naval forces of the United 
State of America, now at Vera Cruz, to land and assume military 
control of the customs wharves of Vera Cruz. Your co-operation is 
vested to preserve order and prevent loss of life. 

‘It is not the intention of the United States naval forces to in- 
terfere with the administration of the civil affairs of Vera Crus, more 
than is necessary for the purpose of maintaining a condition of law 

and order and enforcing such sanitgry conditions as are needed to 
mont military requiremets. 

It is 33 that the civil officials of Vera Crus shall continue 
in the peaceful pursuits of their occupations. Under these conditions, 
full protection will be given to the city by the United States naval

For the present the United States will content itself with hold- 
ing the customs house at Vera Cruz, collecting duties and prevent- 
ing shipments of arms from reaching Huerta. ‘ 

The passing of the resolution in Congress has given the Presi- 
dent the feeling that he is justified in going further ahead now 
with aggressive steps, but he wants to have the full effect of the 
seizure of Vera Cruz impressed upon Huerta with the hope that he 
may be brought to terms without plunging further into armed con- 
flict.

In addressing the House in support 
of the substitute for the House reso- 
lution of justification, Chairman Flood 
said that when he introduced the orig- 
inal resolution, Monday, he believed it 
was in the proper form to carry out the 
purposes outlined in the address of the 
President. 

“The original resolution made it clear 
thet this country was not hostile to the 
Mexican people,” said Flood, “and did 
not desire to make war on Mexico; the 
Senate amendment states this in 80 
many words. The substance of this res- 
olution is therefore unchanged. In 
this momentous hour and in the circum- 
stances confronting this country prompt 
action justifying and approving the 
course of the President is of the utmost 
importance, and it would be childish to 
quibble over the words of the resolu- 
tion when the substance is the same 
and this is the view of the President. 


Asks Unanimous Approval. 
„I fear that an attempt nas been made 


by gentlemen on the other side to make 
partisan capital of the present unfortu- 
nate situation between this country and 
Mexico. I hope the gentlemen have ex- 
haused their misguided efforts in that 
direction and that this House will give 
ita approval to the chief executive of 
this nation without a single dissent.“

Gen. Maas Asks Consul for Ti me.

‘*General, I am instructed to tell oun that the United States r 
are about to take the town and I summon you to surrender. I call upon 
vou in the name of humanity not to offer resistance or to attempt to 
move any railways, and to assist us in keeping order. 

To this, Gen. Maas replied: 
It is impossible for me to comply with your demand for surrender.

Amends Were Not Sufficient. 


Senator Root said he cgreed that the 
amends were not sufficient as com- 
ing “‘from a de facto government,” al- 
though they would have been sufficient 
coming from en individual. A dispute 
arose, he said, as to the details of 
further amends, the customary and usu- 
al incidents surrounding such a salute. 
„This was the matter in dispute be- 
tween this Government and the de 
facto Government of Mexico,” he con- 
tinued, “and this is the justification 
upon which the resolution now before 
the Senate is based. | 
“This justification, it seems to me. is

WHISKY IN VINEGAR 


A scheme to disguise whisky as vin- 
egar so that it a be shipped into 
ary territory without being detected was 
revealed Wednesday after Patrolmen 
McGrath and Jeulich arrested William 
Smythe of Cushing, Ok., and George 
Irvin, a negro, at Irvin’s home, 613 South 
Ewing avenue. 

The ballen nad noticed that. al- 
though the doors and windows of the 
house were boarded up, many barrels 
and casks were being delivered there. 

When they entered the house through 
ihe basement late Tuesday afternoop 


they found Smythe and the negro in 


the front room emptying the contents 
of barrels into tubs. 

In the room were two 3-gallon barrels 
of whisky and another barrel labeled 
“vinegar.” 

United States revenue officers were 
notified and started an investigation. 

At the Laclede Avenue Police Station 
Wednesday Smythe and the negro told 
of the plot to evade the law preventing 
the shipment of goods into dry terri-, 
tory. 

The plan, they said, was to buy 8. 
gallon barrels of vinegar and empty 
them. They then would put a 30-gallon 
barrel of whisky ingide a vinegar barrel 
and fill with vinegar the space between 
the outside of the whisky barrel and 
the inside of the vinegar barrel. Wood- 
en cleate were used to hold the smaller 
barrel in place. 

The barrel then would be shipped as 
vinegar and if a suspicious Government 
agent took out the bung to inspect it 
he would find vinegar. 

The men said they were acting for a 
Market street liquor dealer and saloon 
k but they would not tell to what 

t the deception had been practiced. 
Smythe said his name was John Johnson 
and his home was in Rolla, Mo., but 
later told his real name and admitted 


‘that he came from Oklahoma, one of 


the dry states into which it is illegal to 
ship intoxicants.

TRINIDAD, Colo., April 22.— 
Five men are reported to have 
been killed in heavy fighting 
today between coal mine strik- 
ers and mine guards and others 
in the district northwest of 
Trinidad, where 100 militiamen 
are said to be surrounded by 
600 armed ‘strikers. 

A report was received at the office 
of the Victor-American Fuel Co. from 


Supt. B. W. Snodgrass that two men 
‘had been killed in ths Delagua camp 


ment of the women and children has 
wrought bitterness against the militia, 
and, though Maj. Hamrock denies em- 
phatically that his men had anything to 
do with the destruction of the tent coi- 
ony, the strikers will agree to no other 
version. 

Among those missing as a result of 
the fight Monday between State troops 
and strikers at and near Ludlow are 
four women and 18 children, who are 
believed o have been suffocated by the 
fire that destroyed the strikers’ tents 
at the close of the fight. Earlier in the 
day they had hidden in trenches in 
the colony to escape the rifie and ma- 
chine gun fire that raked the tents. 

Buried under a pile of smoldering bed- 
ding. the bodies of 11 children and two 
women were discovered late yesterday 
by a telephone lineman who went to 
the Ludlow colony to repair broken 
lines. The bodies were lying in a rude 
cave, the entrance of which was hidden 
by a bed. When the burning bed fell 
over the opening the women and chil- 
dren were suffocated. Tightly clasped 
in the arms of a girl was a big dall 
and two of the other children were 
wrapped in each other’s arms. 

Maj. Hamrock denied that the Ludlow 
tents were set on fire by the militia. 
The blaze started, he said, near the 
southwest corner of the colony while 
the troops were engaged in an attack 
upon the strikers entrenched in the 
pumphouse. Fanned by a brisk west 
wind, the flames spread with incredible 
speed, and in a few minutes the entire 
colony was in ruins. He also reiterated

At union headquarters, where a crowd 
of strikers ahd sympathizers jammed 
the anteroom and the sidewalk waiting 
for news, it was stated that 60 Greeks 
had got into Delagua and were “taking 
the camp.“ They were supported, the 
report from union headquarters stated 
by about 400 strikers in the hills. It 
was said those strikers had come from 
Ludlow and Aguilar. 


Military Reinforcements, Sent. 

Shooting in the hills north ot Delagua 
started at daylight. Several bullets 
struck into camp, but no damage was 
done. An attacking party, believed to 
be strikers from the Aguilar district, 
clashed with a party of 15 guards sta- 
tioned at the north side of the camp 
and in the hills above. Reinforcements 
were sent to the Delagua guards from 
Hastings and from the military camp 
at Ludlow. Firing was still going on 
at 8 o'clock. 

Quiet prevailed early today in the im- 
mediate neighborhood of Ludlow. One 
of a party of newspaper men who left 
a Colorado & Southern train at Lud- 
low Station early today was ordered 
by a militia officer to return to the 
train. He continued his ‘journey to 
Trinidad. 

Smoke still was rising today from the 
ruins of the Ludlow tent colony. Heaps 
of rubbish marked the sites of the can- 
vas homes, where two days ago men, 
women and children lived. The only 
sign of life about the place was a hun- 
gry dog prowling about the ruins of his 
master’s tent. The station, the over- 
head bridge and the roads were guard- 
ed by militiamen heavily armed and 
with their belts bulging with ball cart- 
ridges. 

Through the night armed strikers 
marched through the streets of Trinidad 
dn their way to Ludlow. They had 
heard of the disaster that had over- 
taken the women and children of the 
Ludlow colony Monday, where, even to- 
day, bodies of possibly more than a

Commenting on the Mexican situation, the 
German press is critical and censorious towards 
the American Government, the French press is 
less unfriendly but flippant, and the English 
press is friendly to the last degree. 

Even a Berlin editor ought to know that the 
only friend Germany could possibly have on this 
continent whieh could bé of the slightest advan- 
tage is the United States. The protection of 
German interests in the Western Hemisphere is 
one of the important’ objects of our influence 
and our quasi-police duty impliedfy assumed un- 
der the Monroe Doctrine. 

It would appear to be good business policy to 
be as friendly as possible with the policeman in 
such circumstances, but evidently German editors 
are not very good business men.

CIVIL WAR IN COLORADO. 

The pitched battle that raged for hours be- 
tween Colorado State troops and striking coal 
miners in the Trinidad district is another vivid 
reminder of how small, after all, is the progress 
we have made from the old bungling, savage 
methods of adjusting labor disputes. 

Colorado has heretofore been , distinguished by 
the ferocity of its disputes of this sort, but they 
differ from those of other states only in degree. 
The self-respect of the militia and its prestige 
with the public are not increased by its employ- 
ment in such repulsive, questionable tasks. The 
suppression of disorder is too often made a pre- 
text for throwing the armed forces of the law 
to the support of the less’ worthy side in these 
unfortunate controversies and the discomfiture 
of the other and weaker side. 

This private warfare in Colorado at a time 
when we are seeking to allay the civil strife in 
a foreign state is a national disgrace. Both 
parties to the conflict are at fault, but the intol- 


erant attitude of the employers is especially de- 2 


serving of condemnation. The 18 men killed in 
the battle, and the three women and 10 children 
smothered in a cave in which they had taken ref- 
uge from the bullets are a grim refutation of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s arrogant disparagement of rational 
means of settlement. 

In utility strikes, the paramount ſuterest of 
the public is slowly gaining recognition. In oth- 
er large strikes it has an interest distinct from 
that of the opposing contestants which is only a 
little less important, Private feuds. between cap- 
ital and labor must not be permitted to be pressed 
to the point of anarchy and sedition. 

Arbitration for strikes must be insisted on con- 
tinuously, tenaciously, inflexibly. Probably in 
the reaction after this week’s shocking slaughter 
attempts at compromise will be made in Color- 
ado. They should have come before lawlessness 
and insolence reached their murderous but logi- 
cal climax.
